Another prime favorite was the 
Quartet from "Rigoletto". As ex- 
plained by one of the tenors, the 
words "don't seem to mean a thing" 
so they make up their own. 

In the grand finale, "The Sol- 
diers Chorus" from "Faust", every= 
one who was in one of the special 
acts marches on in costume by groups 
till finally the whole Chorus is 
lined up with the men's ballet in 
front and the bull in the middle,

Announcement is also made of exam- 
ination for Agricultural Extension 
Agent, $2900 a year, and Assistant 
Agricultural Extension Agent, $2600 
a year, Indian Field Service, Depart- 
ment of the Interior. The duties are 
to prepare projects of work in coop=- 
eration with the Indians, the Indian 
agency staff, and national and State 
agencies; to organize cooperative as—- 
sociations, etc., conduct practical 
demonstrations in agricultural and 
livestock practices, and in general to 
te responsible for the extension pro- 
&rem on a reservation. Educational 
requiremente are the successful com- 
pletion of a 4-year course leading to 
@ bachelor's degree, which included 
or was supplemented by at least 30 - 
semester hour credits in agriculture. 
Age limit: 48, 

Closing date on the teacher's ex- 
amination is November 7, and that of 
the Agricultural Extension Agent is 
tre same.

Glebe Oak, beside the Chapel in 


Rock Creek Cemetery, is a white oak 
only 14 feet in circumference but 
with limbs so tremendous that three 
of them hang froma height of 10 
feet to the roadside. The original 
glebe, a gift of "1,000 pounds of 
tobacco and 100 acres of land for 
the then minister and his succes- 
sors, and with that intent forever," 
was made in 1719 by "John Bradford, 
Gentleman,” of Prince Georges 
County, Md. A chapel was built 
beside the tree and, in 1726, de- 
came the parish church of Prince 
Georges parish, replaced later by 
the present edifice. The tree's 
roots have been cut back to accom- 
modate burials under the tree until 
its life is now endangered.

For erery ezployse 
it means that eventually he will 
automatically be brought up for 
consideraticn whenever a vacancy 
arises for which he may be quali- 
fied. Agriculture employees 
will receive consideration for 
filling vacancies on a Depart- 
ment wide basis. Their future 
will depend less on ageressive- 
ness in making applications, or 
on someone's memory. 

But how is ail this done? 
The original questionnaire con- 
tains a complete record ef an 
employee's education and expe: 
ence, before and after eppciat- 
ment, as well as other 4ata on 
qualifications and interests, To 
have to hunt through 55,000 files 
to locate certain types of em- 
ployees would be an impossible 
task. A mechanical method of 
combing the ranke cf employees 
was therefore needed. 

The first step was to trans- 
late the information on the 
questionnaire by means of a code 
into numbers, so that each em- 
ployee's experience, education 
and training, jeb title, salary, 
service, grade, ages, sex, resi- 
dence, and other pertinent data 
could all be expressed in a line 
of & figures acress a sheot of 
paper. These figures were then 
recorded in the ferm of holes - 
not unlike piane roll perfora- 
tions - punched in three by sev- 
en cards, one for each full-tine 
employee. To guard againat err— 
ore, the cards are all checked

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on a mechanical verifier. 

These cards can then be sort- 
ed by machine so as to pick out 
persons with any combinations of 
qualifications desired. For ex- 
ample, if a bureau has a vacancy 
for which it wants a gmduate ve- 
terinarian who speaks Spanish and 
has had: three years’ experience, 
the machine will pick out the 

‘ecards of all employees meeting 
these qualifications. The infor- 
mation on these cards can be av- 
tomatically listed by another ma- 
chine, and this list serves as 
an index to the files,indicating 
which folders should be pulled 
out for analysis. In this way, 
the whole Department can be sur- 
veyed for candidates for vacan- 
cies before seeking anyone from 
outside, 

Even if a highway engineer 
has taken a "fill-in" job as a 
typist in Maine, he can be sure 
that he will be considered for 
any highway engineering position 
for which he is qualified and 
eligible, whether it is in Maine 
or elsewhere. When the service 
is fully organized, he may even 
be picked out before any vacancy 
occurs, and be given an examina- 
tion to qualify him so that he 
could take the new position with- 
out delay. By such procedure, 
custodial employees can move more 
easily into the CAF service, and 
sub-professional workers can step

Therefore, "panels" of 
qualified. persons are set up 
from the cards after they are 
sorted. Thus, there will be sep- 
arate panels for each type of 
position in which vacancies are 
most frequently arising, such as 
etenographers, draftemen, econo- 
mists, soil surveyors, etc. Any- 
one qualified for diverse lines 
of work, such as agronomy and 
agricultural engineering, would 
eppear on separate panels for 
each. Machine sorting will be 
resorted to only when there is 
no appropriate panel available. 
To indicate the accuracy of the 
system, it was necessary recent— 
ly to suggest candidates for a 
technical committee, 
unusual qualifications. One of 
the carde the machine picked out 
was that of the resigning member 


requiring 
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proper receptacles. Thus, to 
use the example previously cited, 
the first elimination the brush 
will effect as it passes over 
one of the 80 columns, will be 
to locate all veterinarians. (If 
a person does not fall in that 
group, there will be no perfora- 
tion. The brush making no con- 
tact, the card will fall into 
the discard.) The brush will be 
changed to another column, the 
cards run through again,and only 
Spanish-speaking eligibles se- 
lected this time. The third run 
will catch only those with three 
years of experience,

I have 
found that whenever a group of 
people with a common interest 
bind themselves together for the 
purvose of helping each other, 
there are any number of profes- 
eionals willing to assist in any 
way they can. 


I. believe that such a group 


here in the Department would be 


very successful. There must be 
bundreds of persons who are in- 
tereeted in art,and out cf these 
quite a large number ehould be 





interested enough to support an 
art club. There are a number of 
professional artists in the De- 
partment who, I am sure, would 
be more than willing to help such 
a club in every way they could 
I know of persons who are expert 
in meking animated cartcons, in 
drafting, in coloring slides, 


‘and in many other phases of art. 


4n Art Club in this Depart- 
ment would have many facilities 
available to it for interesting 
and beneficial sessions. Classes 
could be held in which each per- 
gon would do the type of drawing 
that appealed to him most and 
each would criticize the other's 
work, Sketch groups could go out 
to the park and down to the river 
on weekends.

Cause must be shown why EXCHANGE publicity is not 
cient. Missing a deadline due to negligence is not cause. 
there is not room in the EXCHANGE, it is recommended that an 
pendent flyer be circulated. Once in a while an event requiri 
immediate publicity may arise too late for inclusion in the EXCH 
(c) Attractive posters put up on bulletin boards in the vari 
buildings are a desirable supplement to any main publicity me 
Posters should be sent to the Division of Operation, Office o 
Secretary, which will forward them to the National Park Servic 
distribution. Large placards may be placed on easels in the ma 
entrances of buildings. They should not contain too much rea 
matter, since people hurrying to their offices haven't time 
to read. Lettering should be bold. 
(d) Strangely, an important instrument not to be overlook 
though the publicity is intended for Agriculture employees o 
the daily newspaper. People always seem to overlook mushroom 
their own doorsteps, but when they read in the daily pres 
those delicacies ready to be plucked,they immediately hurry 
do so. Suitable items may be sent to the writers of column 
to government employees, and to the city editors of the f 
ington dailies. One thing should be emphasized here: Al 
the main points of your story in your first (or lead) pe 
so unless copy is in 00%. 
the cnances for publication are slim. 
(e) Word of mouth is a primitive method of advertises 
is a sure one.

We do operate a motor 
travel column, for the coopera- 
tive nature of that service makes 
4t desirable that employees have 
gome assurance that their driving 
companions while on the open hige 
way are persons of reliabilityand 
integrity. 

Civic institutions, operated 
without private gain, are per- 
mitted to publish material in 
the EXCHANGE, where it. is felt 
that employee interests will be 
definitely served.

The training embraces concise and logical thinking through pre- 
cis-writing and vocal interpretation. .Precis-writing, which is a 
requirement for Civil Service in England, is analysis and synthesis 
and entails a thorough grasp of the thought on the written page. 
Poetry is the form of literature most largely studied in the course 
because of ite definitenees of thought, clarity of exposition, and 
forcefulness of expression. In develeping the ability to grasp an 
author's thought and express it clearly and concisely, the student 
acquires a mental habit which is useful in all fielde, whether ag- 
riculture, finance, sociology, or some other line. 

The precis-writing, or analysis and synthesis, done in the firet 
hour, is only the student's Impression; and that is but one-third 
of grasp. The other two-thirds of grasp come from Expression. So, 
in the second hour, the mental reading of the first hour is joined 
to directions and practice in vocal expression, which entails vocal 
interpretation of the matter studied and brief talks by the student. 
In other words, he is trained to “think on his feet."

NATIONAL SYMPHONY BEGINS 
CAMPAIGN TOR SUSTAINING FUND 


The ninth annual sustaining 
fund campaign to raise $110,000 
for tne 1939-40 season of the 


National Symphony Orchestra was 


opened Sunday, Vebruary 12, by 
Dr. William McClellan, president 
of the National Symphony Orches- 
tra Association. 

Funds raised in the campaien, 
wnich continues tnrough February 
22, will be used to maintain the 
orchestra during the coming sea- 
gon, the National Symphony's 
ninth year. The amount being 
asked by public subscription re- 
presents the difference between 
the total cost of operating the 
symphony organization and the 
actual income from ticket sales 
and tour concerts. 

Ten committees, consisting of 
over 600 workers, are contacting 
approximately 10,000 Washington- 
ians during the 10-day period of 
solicitation, Thomas P. Morgan, 
Jr., prominent Washington busi- 
ness man, is general chairman of 
the campaign. Headquerters of 
the campaign are at the Carlton 
Hotel. 

The amount asked for next sea- 
gon covers the employment of an 
orchestra of 80 members for a = 
week period, two weeks longer 
than the duration of the present 
season, The figure is based on 
a@ budget prepared on the basis 
of many years' experience by C. 
C. Cappel, manager of the National 
Symphony Orchestra. Total oper- 
ating costs for the 1939-!'0 sea~ 
gon are estimated at $184,000, 
ticket sales in Washington and 
revenue from the orchestra's ex- 
tensive tours making up the dif- 
ference. 

The next concert of the Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra will 
be held Sunday, February 26, at 
which Nadia Boulanger, world-— 
famous French musician, willbe 
guest conductor of the National 
Symphony during the latter half 
of the concert. In the first 
part, Dr. Kindler will conduct 
Beethoven's “Eroica" Symphony.
